It seems that the university commit- 
tee has been put in possession of the ob- 
servations which August Wedel Loose, 
sea captain and expert navigator, 
swears he faked in New York to bol- 
ster Cook’s claim that he reached the 
North Pole.

Loose’s “observations’’ and those sub- 
mittea by Dr. Cook agree literally, fig- 
ure for figure, the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent is informed. 

Several Danish officials from Green- 
land are in Copenhagen. The university 
committee will cross-examine them as to 
D..

BRUSSELS, Dec. 18.—Tnhe Pope's regu- 
larization of the marriage of the late 
King Leopold II and the French adven- 
turess, Caroline Lacroix, has thrown 
the kingdom of Belgtum injo a quiver 
of scandal, rage and apprehension. 

Owing to the fact that the authors of 
the Belgian consitution neglected to de- 
fine the status of the offspring of a 
morganatic marriage by the King, it 
was at first regarded as possib.e that 
the real heir to the throne might be, not 
the dead King’s nephew, Albert Leopold, 
but the merry monarch’s 5-year-old son, 
the Duke of Tervkerken, whose mother 
is Mme. Lacroix. 

Brussels is in a furore over the pos- 
sibility, however remote, that the son of 
a barmaid and the grandson of a porter 
| may wield its scepter. For Caroline La- 
croix,. whom. her doting admirer raised 
to thé title 6f Baroness Vaughan, was 
born the daughter of a porter in the 
French consulate at Budapest and was 
for a time a barmaid in a railroad sa- 
loon at Bordeaux. 

The heir presumptive, Prince Albert. 
is related by blood .with the imperial 
house’ of Hohenhzollern in Germany, is 
the great-grandson -of- King Louis Phil- 
ippe of France,, the nephew of the ill- 
fated’ Empress Carlotta of Mexico, and 
was regarded, until. Leopold II married 
Caroline Lacroix ‘and’ she bore him a 
son, as the head of the kingly family 
of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. It is this prince, 
connected: with the greatest <higstorieal 
families of Europe, that Belgium fears 
to see displaced_by the scion’ of sculls, 

Morganatic Marringes Defined. 

It is true that ‘morganatic marriages 
are strictly defined among. most of the: 
reigning and mediatizing houses of Liv- 
rope. Such a\marriage does not carry 
the reproach with which it is usually 
blackened in American opinion. In the 
eyes of the church it is a perfect mar- 
fiage. It cannct exist simultaneously 
with a marriage to a social equal. 

Its disabiilties are mostly under the 
civil law. The left-handed marfiage, 
so-called because the nobleman often 
gives his left hand to his bride instead 
of his right at the wedding ceremony, 
does not vest the morganatic wife or 
her children with the rank of the hus- 
band’ and father. They do not succeed 
to his public position or to family prop- 
erty, such as entailed estates, which go 
with that position. In some countries 
they have no right of succession even in 
the private property of the tather.

SOUTH SIDE CAP 
“SFAVICE STOPPED 


BY BROKEN WIRE 


Passengers on Five Lines De- 
layed More, Than Half Hour ° 
at Going-to-Work Time. 





The cold snapped a trolley wire of 
the Fourth’ street line on Chouteau ave- 
nue, near Eighth street, at going-to- 
work time faturday, and several car- 
loads of South Side passengers had the 
fright of their livés in escaping, amid 
blinding electrical flashes, from the 
cars, 

The breaking of the wire caused fuses 
to blow out and ground wires to be 
burned, and robbed four other South 
Side lines of power. For more than a 
half-hour not a.wheel moved on the 
South Side sections, of the Cass, Belle- 
fo-ntaine and Cherokee lines, and on 
the Tower Grove line. 

Men and women walked to. South 
Rroadway, where cars were still run- 
ning, or waited in the cars or in cor- 
rer stores for the resumption of service. 
Meanwhile, three trouble crews were at 
work along the Fourth street line, lo- 
cating the places. where wires had been 
burned out. 

Practically all. who depended on the 
five lines named to get them downtown 
on time were late. How. late they were 
depended on their position at the time 
the accident overtook them. 

The wire which broke on Chouteau 
avenue fell where’ it struck the rear 
railing of one of the cars. There was 
a rush for the door, and those who 
could not make the door jumped off in 
a heap, for'no one knows what a live 
wire is likely to do. 

Motormen .on the car and another im- 
mediately behind it shut off their pow- 
er in a jiffy, but the first man let his 
car slide to a point out of range of 
the dangling wire. Its end lay sputter- 
ing on the track, threatening electro- 
cution to everyone who approached, 
until the trouble wagons arrived.

“T have as much right here as you,” 
was the scornful reply of the porter’s 
daughter. 

The Princess told her father to choose 
between herself and his mistress, and 
it was Clementine who left the palace. 
Soon afterwards the apartments for- 
merly occupied by Leopold’s wife, 
‘Queen Henrietta, were splendidly refur- 
nished and were occupied by the favor- 
ite. 

By his marriage to Queen Henrietta, 
the King had one son, named the Duke 
of Brabant, who died at the age of 2. 
The Baroness Vaughan bore him two 
sons, Lucien, the elder, called the 
Duke, of Tervkerken, and Phillippe, $ 
years old, whom his royal father 
christened as Count of Ravenstein, 
Upon the birth of the second gon, in 
the King’s seventy-second year, he 
presented a million dollars in gold to 
the mother.

This remarkable adventuress has a

But in character she has grown 
haughty, irritable and fantastic. 

The first public announcement of the 
marriage was made by the Pope, in 1 
shortly after Leopolds 
death. Leopold feared that if the mars 
riage was admitted during his life, he 
would be compelled to abdicate in favor 
of Prince Albert. It is believed that 
his last act was to bring pressure upon 
the Vatican to induce the church to be- 
stow its sanction upon his marriage 
with the daughter of a concierge. 

When Mile. Lacroix was 18 years of 
age, when she was in service as a bar- 
maid in Bordeaux, she met the Count 
de Borchgrave, secretary to King Leo- 
pold. The Count became ‘enamoured 
with her and took her with him to 
Brussels. Carelessiy, he introduced her 
to the reyal rake. He should have 
known better. 

The King fell in love with her at 
first sight and plainly showed it. The 
secretary feebly remonstrated. The 
King waved him away. The secretary 
became angry. The King dismissed him 
from his service and took full charge 
of the pretty dispenser of schnapps and 
brau. ‘ 

The King ousted the woman then 
known as his favorite, by marrying her 
to an officer in his army, and installed 
Caroline in her place in a magnificent 
house that was one of the show places 
of Brussels. It was across a boulevard 
from his own palace. and he built a 
bridge of iron lattice work high up over 
the road, connecting his palace with the 
chateau of Mile. Lacroix. The bridge 
was daily decked with fresh flowers. 

A mischievous servant in the King’s 
service one night smeared one of the 
doors of the bridge and the nearby wall 
with black paint. The next morning the 
whole court laughed or sneered when 
Madame’s dress and gloves had 
splotches of black, paint upon them. 
Leopold was furiously angry, and as he 
could not detect the culprit, he ordered 
all his servants scourged. 

Leopold before his death gave millions 
of dollars to his morganatic wife, fear- 
ing that she would be forbidden to in- 
herit his estate. Even if her son does 
not succeed to the throne, she will be 
enormously wealthy.

BLUEFIELBS, Nicaragua, Dec. 18.— 
Commander Shipley of the cruiser Des 
Moines, on the authority of Rear Ad- 
miral Kimball, in command of the 
American forces in Nicaragua, has is- 
sued @ proclamation formally stating 
that no fighting would be allowed at 
Bluefields. 

Thomas P. Moffat, American consul 
here, delivered the message to Adolfo 
Diaz, Provisional Secretary of State, to 
be forwarded to Gen. Estrada, the 
leader of the revolutionists and Provi- 
sional President, at Rama. A copy is 
being sent also to Gen. Vasquez, the 
leader of the Zelayan forces. 

The proclamation declares that fight- 
ing at Bluefields is prohibited because 
American property and the lives of 
Americans would be endangered. 

Everybody here is praying that the 
American Government will recognize 
Gen. Estrada’s government, which it |s 
claimed would go far toward terminat- 
ing the struggle. 

The news of President Zelaya’s resig- 


nation, it is believed, is fraught with ; 


roseate possibilities for the speedy 
capitulation of Gen. Vasquez, and the 
complete triumph of Gen. Estrada. The 
immediate effect of this news was that 
certainly no battle will take place for 
several days pending negotiatidns which 
Estrada's advisers urge him to offer in 
assuring Vasquez that it will be useless 
to further resist, as Zelaya’s resignation 
leaves him no cause to uphold. 

It is considered here that this is the 
psychological moment for American 
recognition of the insurgents. There is 
hope felt here that Gen. Vasquez will 
quickly accept an offer of personal im- 
munity when he learns of Zelaya’s 
resignation. 

Estrada will urge upon Vasquez that 
his own best interests demand that he 
and his force, which has now practical- 
ly . surrendered to Estrada, join with 
Estrada in forming a combination which 
could easily control the national destiny.

1n respect to 
railroads the attainment of ‘this “end 
would involve even a more radical 
change than in many other fields now 
given or partly given to menopolistic 
control, for railroads with parallel lines 
and competing, are forbidden to combine 
or to enter into a community of interest 
plan. 

This conflict: between remedies for ad- 
mittedly bad or undesirable conditions 
is theoretically not irreconcijable, but 
the working out of so large a problem 
is not to be the work of an instant, nor 
will it result from the sudden approval 
of any arbitrary plan. But Mr. Rankin 
comributes much that is interesting to 
the discussion and much that is im- 
portant in bearing on thé-solution of the 
great problem. His work is entitled to 
a conspicuous position in the list of 
books covering the transportation ques- 
tion and its ramifications.

There is seldom more. than .one »vital 
issue in American politics—government 
for Privilege versus gévérnment for the 
People. That is the beginning and 
end of the trust question, of the tariff 
question, of the financial question, of 
the conservation question, of the boss 
question. 

From time to time there is a national 
awakening to this fundamental fact, 
and a great political revolt follows. 
Such a revolt made Jeffersén Presi- 
dent and destroyed the Federalist par- 
ty. Another such revolt made Jackson 
President and destroyed the United 
States Bank. Another made Lincoln 
President and destroyed the inégtitution 
of human slavery. The insurgent move- 
ment is only one manifestation of a 
popular revolt against newer forms of 
privilege, which has been striving for 
many years to find adequate expression. 
It is part of the protest of a public that 
ig tired of being exploited for private 
profit. 

The radical movement has been gain- 
ing strength rapidly of late because the 
American people are now beginning to 
feel the pinch of Privilege in the in- 
creased cost of living.

Pullman Porter’s Wages. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Since the Pullman company is making new rules to 
reduce tips, why not raise the wages of the porter? 
The traveling public in general knows that the Pull- 
man porter receives only $256 per month, which is 
not a sufficient sum to support a man and family. 
In the case of porters and waiters in this and other 
countries it is the ¢ustom to give tips. When the 
Pullman company hires a porter he is given an equip- 
ment of whisk broom and hat brush, and instructed 
to brush passengers on arriving at stations or any 
time the passenger demands it. In some cases the 
passenger refuses to step to the yestibule to be 
brushed, and in such cases the porter loses his tips, 
which he is sadly in need of. He ts also instructed 
by the Pullman company to clean and polish each 
passenger's shoes. He has to furnish his brushes and 
polish out of his $25 per month. 

Every month the company charges the porter with 
a shortage of linen, which ranges from 25 cents to 
$3, and he is forced to pay it or be discharged. The 
company compels him to buy from one to two suits 
of uniform a year. 

In justice to the Pullman porter, the public should 
be more considerate toward him. And he should
